LETTER NO. 1, THE GROUSE. 

I Kntered according to Act of CongrcM, In the year 1318, by Marsd A t'o. 

In the office of the Llbrurlao of Congreea at Waabington.) 

Family, Tetramiidae. —This family are pye^emlnently character- 
izi'tl among galllnaclous birde, by their densely feathered taral, 
and by the feathers which completely HU up the nasal fossae, en¬ 
tirely concealing the nostrils. With the exception of the ptar¬ 
migans, who are feathered to the claws—the toes are naked, with 
l>ei-tiiialious of scales along the edges. The feathers of the tall 
vary in number In different species from sixteen, to eighteen and 
twenty ; tall acute, rounded, or forked. The region around the 
eyes is usually more or less bare, with a naked stripe above tbe 
upper pyc-lld, beset by short, frlnge-llke processes. A few genera 
(Hissess Inflated alr-sucs on the side of tbe neck. 

The Gana Ceiitrocerriui possesses an excessively lengthened 
wedge-shaped tall, as long, or longer than the wings, all the 
feathers of whlcli are lanceolate and alternate. Tbe lower throat 
and sides of the neck have stiffened, apparently abraded spinous 
feathers. Color, mottled yellowish grayish, with dusky above; 
beneatli, whitish with black abdominal patch. Stomach, not mus¬ 
cular, but soft, like raptorial birds. 

The Saoe Gkoose, Cock op the Plaihb, Sage Cock or Hex. 

—CmlroctrcHs urophmiamu, Swajx. 

This, the largest of American grouse. Is characterized by tarsi 
feathered to tbe toes, the feathers extending along tbe sides of 
the base; an elongated tall, slightly exceeding the wings in 
length, averaging eleven and one-half inches, and excessively 
cuneate, numbering twenty lanceolate feathers, aU of which are 
acute and markedly graduated, tbe lateral ones being some four 
or four and one-half Inches shorter than the middle, and exceeded 
ill length by the under tall coverts. On the side and anterior 
portions of the'breast, the feathers are excessively rigid and 
spinous, usually with the webs much worn down. T Jip bill Is 
lengthened, and tbe nasal fossae with its feathers eiteNs very 
far forwards to a point more than half tbe length of tbe culmen. 
Tbe color of the Iris is yellow. 

The upper parts of this bird are greatly variegated, with a mottling 
of black, brownish-yellow, and whitish. On the neck and contigu¬ 
ous portions of the bock, the feathers are blackish In color, with 
several broad, zig-zag, transverse bars of light, bright brownish 
yellow; while the rest of tbe back and wing feathers have. In ad¬ 
dition, longitudinal streaks of the same, the transverse bars being 
concealed, and tbe terminal portions coarsely mottled; tbe ter- 
tials, besides, possess a terminal bar of brownish-yellow, and the 
much elongated upper coverts and the tall feathers, are similarly 
mottled. The under parts, from tbe breast to the tall, are of a 
pure continuous black, while the under coverts are blackish, 
tipped with white; the lower part of tbe throat, and the sides of 
the neck have a half collar of black; below this, the throat Is 
lighter, and the shafts of the feathers are stiff and black. Be¬ 
hind the eye there Is a white band curving down and crossing the 
throat; otherwise the neck Is mottled black, white and gray. 
The sides beneath the wings are like tbe scapulars, but the black 
of the abdomen Is bordered laterally with white, somewhat 
blotched with black, specimens vary somewhat, and the male In 
full dress shows no transverse bars on tbe back, and the neck 
above. 

The females vary but little from the males to markings, being 
but a trifle more banded above, and having tbe black of tbe ab¬ 
domen more restricted; the chin, the throat above, and the 
cheeks, present a dull, brownisb-white, and though the feathers 
of the neck have stiffened shafts, they are not at all conspicuous. 
Two of tbe largest specimens possess^ by tbe Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution, measure (male) thirty-three Inches, (female) twenty-one 
and one-half; wings, thirteen Inches, and ten and three-fourths; 
tail, thirteen and seven and one-half, respectively. 

Tbe chicks present an upper surface of brownlah-gray, which 
lower down becomes graylsh-whlte. Above, they are Irregular 
and coarsely marbled with black, tbe markings being most con¬ 
spicuous on the head. The bill la block. 

The sage cock la confined almoet exclusively to the dry and 
almost sterile plains that exist between the Black Hills of 
Dacotab and the Pacific coast range, and from British Columbia 
to Arizona. It Is, however, only In those portions of these 
wastes where the bitter and turpentine flavored artemaia trl 
daitata, or wild sage abounds, that It Is found. Hardly Inferior 
to the wild turkey in size, beauty, and usefulness, this bird Is 
entitled to the first place In the. beautiful series of American 
grouse, and the same rank sa the capercailzie [Tttrao urogaliwi) 
or cock-of-tbe-wooda so justly claims among those of Europe. 


For many years this beautiful species was known only through 
the tales of trappers and hunters, who spoke of It as the “prairie" 
or “plains turkey." Lewis and Clark gave tlie first detailed 
account of the bird, and christened It “cock of tlie plains," a name 
it every whit deserves, and Is tbe more appropriate as presenting 
an analogue to the magnificent Old World bird Just mentioned. 
These explorers first met with the sage grouse near the bead- 
waters of the Missouri, In the heart of the Rocky mountains; and 
later. In great abundance on the plains of the Columbia, from 
the entrance of the southwest Fork to that of Clark's river. 
Townsend found tbe species some fifty miles west of the Black 
Hills, and again at Walla-Walla on the Columbia, and near the 
mouth of Lewis, or Suake river. Nuttall speaks of finding It In 
considerable numbers on the North Platte, and Cooper describes It 
as an Inhabitant of the high barren hills and deserts east of the 
Cascade range. Dr. Suckley remarks that "sage cock are abund¬ 
ant on the sage plains of Oregon near Snake river, on both sides 
of the pnountalns.” They are also found along the line of the 
Columbia on the open plains, and again on the artemesta barrens 
of the Yaklnsee and Slmcoi valleys In Washington territory; In 
fact, wherever the artemesla—mla-called, sage—Is abundant, 
this bird Is found. It is the universal testimony of naturalists, 
that a desectloii of these birds In localities where there was an 
abundance of grass seeds, wild grain, and other kinds of food 
that would he supposed to be most readily eaten by them, failed 
In every instance to show signs of the least psrticle of food, other 
than tbe leaves of the artemesla, berries or buds of the willow 
or grasswood, or the remains of grasshoppers. As the artemesla 
forms the bulk of their food during tlie greater part of tbe year. 
It Is evident that It must either he highly preferred, or essential to 
their existence. This may be accounted for In part, perliaps, by 
the fact that this bird alone, of all tbe grouse Is without a giz¬ 
zard, that appendage being replaced by a soft fleshy pouch, in 
which the food is macerated previous to digestion. They seem 
to have the faculty of doing a long time without water, as they 
are frequently fouud In habitually dry, desert situations, during 
severe droughts, miles away from the nearest water. 

The cock of the plains seems to be most abundant on the 
slopes of the Blue mountains In the vicinity of Powdei- river, 
where there are Immense desert plains overgrown with artemesla, 
well adapted'ip the species In every respect. We have seen the 
bird but a few lailes west of Fort Laramie, hut never east of this 
point—at least ^ far to the south. It Is found, however, on 
Milk river, which distribution must be by following tbe line of 
the Black Hills, and eastern base of tbe Rocky mountains from 
South Pass northwards. Dr. Suckley mentions shooting a fine 
bird In 1853 on Milk river, 300 miles West of Fort Union, and 
about the same distance east of the Rocky mountains. It 
seemed, however, to be a lone bird, as tbe closest search failed to 
reveal a second specimen. He remarks that the general hue of 
the plumage was decidedly more rufous than those of the Oregon 
plains. 

We have seen small flocks of these birds on the plains border¬ 
ing Milk river, and here first noted that In gait and actions they 
closely resembled Mexican turkeys, though evidently smaller In 
point of size. Nuttall is decidedly wrong on two points con¬ 
cerning tbe sage grouse; In the appendix to the second edition of 
bis volume he says; “the tail Is somewhat rounded;" whereas It 
is decidedly sharp. He also remarks that "these birds are not 
found east of the Rocky mountains," when, In fact, It Is common 
to certain portions of the Platte, particularly In the neighborhood 
of Ft. Laramie—or, rather. It was before tlie rapacity of Cockney 
snobs and Yankee pot-hunters almost, or <|ulte, oxtermlnstcd 
them. We have also met wltli them In the Saskatchewan valley. 

The sage fowl varies greatly in size according to lo<-allty; the 
best cocks In some sections being but three or four pound birds, 
while In others they attain a weight of from twelve to fifteen. 
The female Is much the smaller bird, and may readily he illstln- 
gulshed, not only by this difference, and her more uniform and 
sober brown color, but also by the absence of 
the bare spaces which occupy the sides of the 
neck of her lord. These spaces arc the gular sacs, 
formed of skin of loose texture, which are capable of being in¬ 
flated to a prodigious size, “fully half os large as the body," ac¬ 
cording to some writers, but more properly compared “to a large- 
sized orange," to which, indeed, they bear a strong resemblance, 
both In shape and color. Except in the breeding season, these 
are Incapable of Inflation, being shrunken up aud concealed by 
the feathers so as to he nearly or quite imperceptible. Tbeae 
gular sacs are peculiar to Amcricau grouse alone, and even of 
tbeae but three or four species possess them. 

During this love season, tbe male mounts some small eminence 
near the banks of a stream, where at early morn or late evening, 
he struts and parades for the beueflt of the admiring liens. His 
courting Is peculiar, as, with air-bags Inflated, neck feathers 
erect, wings lowered and buzzing upon the ground, and long, 
pointed tail spread out like a fan, he displays a variety of gro¬ 
tesque attitudes, at the same time giving utterance to the various 
harsh, grating sounds that constitute his love song, resembling 
Aurr-Aurr-r-r-r-Aoo, ending In a deep, hollow tone, not unlike 
the sound produced by blowing In a large reed. If two cocks 
ore In the neighborhood, a plt^ied battle ensues, tbe victor gain¬ 
ing tbe favors of the female. 

In April or May, depending somewhat upon the altitude, tbe 
hen makes her nest, carefully constructing It of dry grass and 
slender twigs, placed In a slight depression or hollow under tbe 
shade of a sage hush, or, when near streams, amongst the reed 
canary grass (PhatarU arundittacea). To this she steals away 
dally to deposit an egg, until they number from thirteen to sev¬ 
enteen, when Incubation commences. These are of a dark 
brown, chocolate color, deeply spotted, and she depoelts them un¬ 
beknown to her mate, lest he break them in order to prolong the 
love season. On the twenty-first or second day the chicks appear, 
running almost as soon as hatched—even before they are fairly 
dry. The little ones are kept near the thick coverts by the 
mother until fully able to care for themselves, and till they have 
gained suflictent knowledge of the world to secure themselves 
from tbe attacks of predatory animals. Mother and chicks, how¬ 
ever. Join tbe packs long before tbe latter are fully grown; 
hence, packs are often seen containing birds of all sizes and 
ages, from huge old cocks of a dozen pounds In weight, down to 
chicks no larger than quails. 

It Is only In Summer and early Autumn, that these grouse go 
In small flocks, sometimes only In pairs; but in Winter and 
Spring they congregate in immense packs, often numbering sev¬ 
eral hundred, and roam over tbe plains In search of subsistence. 
They ore quite unsuspicious, except in those localities which have 
been frequently and persistently profaned by man, allowing of 
quite close approach, rarely flying unless hard pressed, but run¬ 
ning ahead at tbe distance of a few feet, clucking like the domes¬ 
tic ben. They hide well, lying quite close, and when dis¬ 
turbed frequently run under the horses’ feet, and thus escape In 
tbe confusion they create. When flushed, tbe sage grouse rises 
very dumally, much like tbe wild turkey; but when once fairly 
upon the wing, flies with great rapidity and steadlnesa, and usu¬ 
ally to a great distance, having the same sailing motion observable 
In the flight of the pinnated grouse; it springs from tbe ground 
with a loud tsAirr, at the same time giving utterance to a harsh 
cackling note reaembllng the syllables hfth-hech. Early In the sea¬ 
son they furnBb excellent sport, lying well to the dog; and If the 



pack Is approached slowly and cautiously, they will rise, one at a> 
time, taking but short flights; the second flleht, however, aftei' 
the pack Is thus scattered, will be an extended one, by far too 
long to allow of their lielng again hunted. A alow pointer lathe 
dog pne BrreUeiiw for this sport; not the least of his desirable 
qualities being the ability to work for a long time without wsb-r 
In the Fall single birds are seldom Hushed, the packs rising ^ 
one bird, and their flight will be prolonged to prmllginus dlstaii- 
oes—frequently several miles. At this season they shun the dog 
except when thoroughly tired by long flights, running along the 
ground and through the bushes with great celerity, baftU'ng the 
animal and discouraging the most patient and long-suffering of 
sportsmen. An army otilcer says: “On many occasions I have 
seen a pack marked down by an experienced hunter; yet on pnv 
cecding to tbe spot, neither dog nor hunter was able to get one 
up again, or even to find a trace of them. At this scasoii, there¬ 
fore, the pursuit of the cock-of-the-plalns requires mueh more 
labor and skill than in August; yet at any time In tbe hunting 
season, when found In aulflclent abundance. It yields better sport 
than any other bird on the plains." 

The same gentleman recommends Fort Fred Steel as the centre 
of excellent hunting grounds, stating that during a two days' 
excursion to the heads of the “Muddy," u party of gentlemen 
bagged each morning, between breakfast and dinner, so matiy 
grouse, that although they mustered thirty persons, including 
hunters and escort, and all subsisted thereon, yot two hundred 
birds weighing upwards of a thusand pounds, were carried to the 
post. Such sport rivals even chicken shooting; and though the 
sage-cock la strong and swift upon the wing, a charge of No. 6 
shot Is amply sulhulent to stop his flight, for he Is so large and 
flies so fairly that the merest tyro. If properly armed, need have 
no dllHculty in making a good bag. 

Although the sage brush Is the home of this bird, and supplies 
him largely with food, in Summer and early Autumn, he Is gen¬ 
erally found In those localities which have one or more grassy 
glades convenient, where an ample supply of grasshoppers and a 
peculiar soft slug can be procured, as these Insects seem to be an 
essential article of diet during this season; and at this time also. 

It must he wlthli; reach of the purest water. During the Winter, the 
artemesla Is almost Its sole food, and has consequently given rise In 
the common prejudice that the flesh of the sage grouse is unlit for 
food. That the sage impregnates tbe flesh with its flavor at thia 
season, Is undisputed, but such will not he the case If the crop atid 
Intestines are removed as soon as the bird Is killed, thus pre¬ 
venting the absorption of their fluids; in the summer, even this, 
precaution Is unnecessary. 

When properly rooked and served, this grouse is most excellent; 
eating, the meat Iteing as white and tempting as that of the 
domestic turkey. Young grouse. In August, are simply delicious, 
being as juicy, tender and delicate aa spring chicken, besides 
posessing the richest game flavor. Dr. Suckely, in a report tu 
tbe Smithsonian, declares that he found nothing but artemesla 
in the crops of the birds shot by him. This may be accounted 
for by the fact that all his specimens were killed in Winter. In 
the Summer it Is not unusual to find their crops distended, almusi 
to bursting, with graashoppers. We are Indebted to Dr. New¬ 
berry for the following graphic descript ion of his first sage grouse 
hunt. 

“ We flrst met with It high up uu Fit river, at a point where 
we left it aud crossed over to the lakes. Coming Into camp at. 
evening, I had been attracted hy a white chalk-like bluff, somr 
two miles tu the right of our trail, which I vlslteil and examined. 
Near It was a warm spring, which came out of the hillside, and 
spreading over the prairie, kept a few acres green and fresli, 
strongly contrasting with the universal brown of the landscape. 

In this little oasis, I fouud some, to me, new flowers, many re|i- 
tllcs, and a considerable numiKir of ehari>-talled grouse, of which 
I killed several; the whole presenting atljacMons sulllcleiitly 
strong—as we were to remain encamped one day—to take me 
over the next morning. I had fllled my plant case with flowers; 
had obtained frogs and snakes and chalky Infusorial earth enough 
to load down the boy who accompanied me, and had enjoyed a 
fine moniing’s sport, dropping as many sharp-tailed grouse on 
the prairie as we could conveniently carry. Following up the 
little stream toward the spring on the hillside, a dry, treeless sur¬ 
face with patches of sage hushes, I was suddenly startled by a 
great flutter and rush, and a dark-hrown bird, that appeared to 
me as large as a turkey, rose from the ground near by, and,.1( 
uttering a hoarse AsrA-AwA, flew off with an Irregular but re¬ 
markably well sustaiued flight. I woe just then stooping to drink 
from the little stream, and r|uitc unprepared for game of any 
kind, least of all, for such a bird, evidently a grouse, hut so bla 
and black, so far exceeding all reasonable dimensions, that I did 
not think of shooting him, but stood with open eyes, and doubt¬ 
less, open mouth, eagerly watching his flight to mark him down. 
But stop he did not, so long as I could see him, now flapping, 
now sailing, he kept on his course till he dlsappesrerl behind a 
hill a mile away. 

I was of course greatly chagrined hy his escape, but, knowing 
that given one grouse It is not usually difliciilt to find another. 

I commenced looking about for the mate of the one I had lost. 
My search was not a long one; almost Immediately she rose from 
under a sage-hush with a noise like a whirlwind, not to fly a mile 
before stopping to look around as the cock had done, but, by a 
fortunate shot, falling helpless to the ground. No deer-stalker 
ever felt more triumphant enthusiasm while standing over the 
prostrate body of a buck, or fisherman when the silvery sides of a 
salmon sparkled In his landing net, than I felt as I picked up 
this great, and to me unknown, bird. 1 afterwards ranged the 
hillside for hours, with more or less success, w^lng a war ou 
these birds, which I found to be quite abundant, but very strong 
winged, and dlfllcult to kill. I repeatedly flushed them not more 
than ten yards from me, and as they rose poured my whole charge 
right and left into them, knocking out feathers, perhaps, but not 
killing the bird, which. In defiance of all my hopes and expecta¬ 
tions, would carry off my shot to such a distance that I could 
not follow him, even did I know be would never rise again. A 
few days later, on the shores of Wright and Rbett lakes we 
found them very abundant, and killed all we cared to. A very 
fine cock which I killed there was passed by nearly the whole 
party within thirty feet In open ground. I noticed him as soon, 
p>erhape. as he saw us, and waited to watch his movements. As 
tbe train approached be sank down to the ground, depressing 
bis head, and lying aa mottonleas as a stick or root, which be 
greatly resembled. After tbe party had passed, I moved towards 
him, when he depressed bis head till It rested on tbe ground, and 
evidently made himself as small as possible. He did not move 
until I had approached within fifteen feet, when he arose and I 
shot him.”

their grand qualities. 1 shall not, at present, discuss the origin 
of the Uordons. I simply state that I have no belief in the rolley 
cross, but I have great faith in the old black Irish setter and a 
cross of the red Irish, to wldch lireed they liave much resemblance. 
I am afraid that I am extending this article to too grunt a length, 
and shall now describe what I think a Gordon setter should be. 
his head should be lung and high, s(iuare muzxic, neck longish, 
buck rather short, shoulders well sloped, or oblique, forelegs 
straight and well-feathered, feet well-feathered, with good hard 
pads^ good bent stilles, which gives one a notion of going. Tall 
short, compared with some breeds, and with a grand fringe. The 
tun on muzzle, legs, tail, etc., should be of a bright, slena color, 
and there should be no mixture of black hairs through tlie tail. 
The chest Is deep, with well-archcd ribs, giving plenty of bellows 
room. Altogether, taken from any |)olnt of view, the dog gives 
one tlie idea of great powers of going, and his llnely-foatbered 
feet shows ho was made fur much endurance. Nuunc could look 
on his “bonuy” face, with that rich, hazel eye, “ever melting, 
ever loving,” without iiuticlug tlie great amount of intelligence 
and kindness this dug is gifted with. In short, he is nut only 
“tlie old man's dug,” but he has been for many many years also 
the young iioblemuii's and young chief's only favorite setter, and 
is likely to continue so. 

A. Fowler, in our English exchange. The Country, (London, 
Eng.,) writes: 

"Great have been the controversies regarding the origin of the 
Ourdon. It is often asserted that it has the blood of the Irish 
setter, the spaniel, the pointer and the colley. Whether it has 
been produced from the spaniel by careful selectjoti, or by crosses, 
will jirobably remain an unsolved problem, ajiffaltliungh it may 
be reasonably supposed that the flat epa^akfs obtained by a cross, 
selection may also be credited with Ihjisfeature as well as with 
formation. y' 

Each class of dog has its own,,fl^uliarity and superiority; the 
colley is superior to all others Rr its sagacity ami sense, and when 
we see these qualities so universally developed in the pure strains 
of the Gordon setter in combination with all the qualities of the 
spaniels, pointers, nod setters, it will of Itself tend to prejudice 
the probability that the blood of a particular and extraordinary 
colley of poaching proclivity runs through the veins of the Gordon 
_S£ttcr. 

Voiiiig dogs vary much in their tempers and predispositions to 
hunt early. •! have seen them range and point Intuitively at six 
months. A wide ranger is preferable—it Is indicative of high 
courage and anxiety; he must necessarily become a close ranger 
where game is plenty, as he «'ill be stopped by the game.' 

Each dog’s temper should be studied, in the first place, like a 
5cliool-boy*^s; many an excellent scholar comes from a very reck¬ 
less and unpromising youth at first. Without due consideration 
of this, many excellent young dogs have been shot.'

The ISliootiug of Oberoii—Mr. Mandford (ieti a Verdict 
for *300. 

New Yokk, .Ian. 12, 187s. 

EiiiTon C’ltiCAoO Fielii: —1 telegraphed you this morning that 
1 hud obtained a verdict in my favor for three hundred dollars, in 
my suit against Allen, fo^hooting Oberon, on July 22, 1877, at 
Ailcnwoml, .Monmouth Co., N. J. 

Oberon was given to me by Dr. 8. Fleet Spier (a name familiar 
to those w ho ran dirgs at Hampton, Iowa, last summer, and at 
Nashville, Tenn., last November) when he was three months old. 
Me had then not even been taught his name. The morning after 
I had brought him home, I threw a ball for him to retrieve, call¬ 
ing to him to fetch, which he did as promptly as though be bad 
been an old dog well broken. In a week’s time he would beat 
Splero quite frequently at tide, and the latter was no tyro at re¬ 
trieving. I mention this as a proof of how promising a dog be 
was when he came to me. In March, I sent him to Mr. Hart 
Height, of Farmingdalc, Monmouth Co., N. J., to be broken on 
English snipe; but very few of that bird dropped In Monmouth 
county last spring, Mr. Height being able to bag but four or five 
a day, therefore Oberon had but a poor chance. However, he 
made the must of it, and my trainer reported favorably to me of 
the dog. July 3d having passed by, woodcocks came in season, 
and then it was that I received the intelligence that I owned a 
wonderful puppy. 

On the morning of July 22d, Mr. Height took Oberon with him 
to the house of an acquaintance, some three miles from his own. 
He left the dog outside, and in some five or ten minutes, having 
finished his visit, started for home, and before crossing the 
threshold heard the distant report of a gun. Meeting a small 
hoy, he asked him if he had seen a black and tan dog, to which 
the boy reported he had not, but Tom Allen had just shot a dog 
on his place. Hurrying on, Mr. Height came to Allen's property, 
where he saw Tom’s brother, Joe, hurrying behind the barn. He 
called to him, but the latter evaded him. This proved to be a 
strong point with the jury. He succeeded in ferreting him out, 
however, but as he knew nothing that he wanted to tell just then 
Mr. Height went to the house where he found Tom Allen shaving, 
and naticrtl that he was barc-footed. 

Height remarked: “Tom, you shot a black dog of mine 
just now; where is he!” i 

“I didn’t shoot no black dog; I shot a black and red dog.” 

“Well,” said Height, “that’s the dog. I want him; hie collar 
1^ worth two dollars and a-half, where la that!” 

“The <log ran off,” replied Allen, “I only used N,o. 4 shot. I 
generally prefer double B's.” 

After this conversation, the two went out to hunt for the dog; 
Allen misleading Height. Unfortunately for him, Allen took a 
course past a nelghlmr's house, where a Mrs. Coombs was on her 
porch. She had seen no dog, but had heard the yelp and shot, 
and asked Allen if he had shot one,, to which he rolled, yes, he 
had shot al one, but the dog had run away. 

Height then told Allen this was a scrioua business; that the 
owner would see him and that it would be a very expensive piece 
of shooting. 

Height then went home to dinner, and after dinner took two 
or three friends with him to look for the dog. In the opposite 
direction from where Allen said the dog was shot, they found 
blood on a fence and tracks in the corn field—one boot and one 
barefoot track. This trail they followed up and found broken 
ground, which turned out to bo the hole whore the dog had been 
buried, as they found black and tan hairs in it. There was no 


dog, however. In the hole; Allen and bis brother, as he after¬ 
wards testified In court, having dug the dog up and buried him in 
the barnyard. This was all the evidence we had against Allen, 
but 1 thought it a pretty good case and that we would see what 
we could make out of It. 

t employed the best lawyer that I could obtain at the time, and 
founiiiune exceedingly courteous and decidedly Interested in the 
ease, he having owned a brother to one-eyed Sancho. This gentle¬ 
man’s name Is Win. H. Vredenberg. The case was set down for 
the Fall term, but, having sickness in iny family, I was obliged to 
postpone it to the January term, now on. Mr. Vreilcnbcrg 
brouglil suit for t.'iOO for value of tlie dog and l&ltl) more fur tlie 
malicious killing. At the last moineiit I retained Gen. Clius. 
Height the present owner of One-eyed 8unclio, and then we had a 
team. The case came olT In the Syracuse court, whore it tras 
necessary for me to got a verdict of $2(10 before 1 could throw 
rusts on him. Thursday morning last, at about 10:,30, the case 
was called, and at 2:30 n. m., Friday, the jury went out. Our 
side had the truth to tell and acquitted ourselves as become the. 
countrymen of G. W. The other side did not confine themselves 
to facts, and, to draw it mild, lied more In fifteen minutes than 
the entire Washington family did in their lives. They produced 
a collar which they swore was on the dog killed on that day which 
had evidently been tampered with, and the jury, in disgust, evi¬ 
dently gave me larger damages thau they would have had had 
Allen owned up. 

Monmouth county la a great bird shooting county, and no¬ 
where could the trial be held under more favorable circumstances 
thau there, for It so happened that we drew a jury wi'h live dog 
breeders and owners on It. My counsel was armed with “Idslone” 
and “Arnold Burgee,” and his honor Judge Scudder, who pre¬ 
sided, allowed him to read to the jury many points bearing on 
values of dogs. 

Judge Scudder charged the Jury in such a way, that, in tny 
opinion, all dog breeders shoujd form a high opinion of his intel- 
ligeuce and sense of justice. The court stenographer has prom: 
Iscd me a verbatim copy of this charge exclusively for the Ciii- 
CAuo Field, which I shall send you by Adams Express, I hope 
In time for publication. It is quite comprehensive and settles 
the question beyond controversy that dcffs are property. 

Excuse this long winded article, but I know you are interested, 
and I feel assured that Mr. Luther Adams will be delighted with 
ray success, and should you like to do so you may refer him to 
me for further particulars, and I think I can tell him the proof 
necessary to prove the value of his dog. 

My judgment Is $300t my expenses are close on that umoniit. 
I have lost a good dog without receiving but little for him, per¬ 
haps $.3 or IIU. On the other hand defendant has had to pay as 
much as I have paid, besides costs of court (perhaps $!I0 to 11 DO) 
and $300 besides.

Gossip from Morristown. 

Mohbistows, N. j., Jan. 9, 1878. 

Euitok CBIC.AOO Field: —The old year out and the new one 
in, remind me that I must make to you my semi-annual report of 
matters here-away. The close seiison for game hangs up the guns 
of rich and poor, after a rattling War upon the feathered tribes 
during which many a brace of their first families have been 
brought to bag. But the cunning Bob Whites, by their long 
flights (the result of training) and their dropping and close lying 
among the dry leaves or g^-asses, defying the keen scent of the 
hardy setter to find them again, have saved many valuable mem¬ 
bers of their race to re-populate the fields and covers for anoiher 
season. My experience in pursuing the quail this paist season has 
been a very varied one. I have shot over as good dogs, as well 
bred and well trained as any man’s In the land, and in picking up 
single birds I have at times seen them, one and all, blue blood, 
Irish and native setters, more or less bothered. Now that the 
work is over it is pleasant foi' the sportsman to review the per¬ 
formances of Ills field companions and to give or claim for them 
such credits as may be their due. Lemonade, the pet of the ladies 
at the N. Y. bench show, has proved herself a very fine fielder, 
wlGi good nose and strong, ste^y gait, dnkie, sister to my poor 
dead Nellie, a beautiful bitch of the MorTord strain, Is a right 
good one, and would have been the better for a little more careful 
handling in her youth. Djype, the '‘jack-knife” clalmer, the 
“omerieat” looking of all live setters, holds her own fairly and 
cleverly against all comers. Young Laverack has proved himself 
a hero in the Held, and is ready to maintain his reputation. He 
came forward slowly hut surely and now stands to the front. As 
an evidence of hisendurancealonc, I shot over him in Maryland for 
two weeks, day in and day out, and then with no more rest than 
what the floor of a baggage car afforded, turned him down on 
ruffed grouse in the scrub oaks and burnt barrens of Pennsylvania, 
and ’Jiack, as we call him, was the oipy dog In the party that kept 
his feet to the last. 

I can but give a dog the praise that is bis due. I never was in 
favor of the blue bloods, nor did I ever see an Imported dog until 
a very few years ago, do good work. But “de more a man lives 
de longer he fines by Grismas oud!” and what he sees be ought 
to believe. King Agtippa said unto Paul: “Almost thou per- 
Buadest me to be a Christian;” but In this matter of blue blood I 
go farther than the hesitating old king, and am fully persuaded 
Into believing In it. Bad luck has “followed fast and followed 
faster” our experiments at crossing it with the old native strain 
of English setters, unmerciful disaster having swept away the 
dams we bred to; but if that current only changes, I look for 
some rare results In the new crosses. If like only produces like, 
then look out for the likctieat! 

Shooting here in cover, we cannot show as wide rangers as our 
Western brethren In arms can; but what should we do with your 
wide ranger In brush so thick that we have almost to stand on 
our heads to get a glimpse of a moving bird! We handle our 
dogs to suit the work they have to do, and much of it, especially 
in Bummer cock-shooting, is in bushes and briars so dense that 
you can hear a man swearing his way through them half an hour 
before you can sec him. 

The ruffed grouse is the king of our mountains, and the wizard 
of the forest. Does he ever (all to put the first big tree between 
his line of flight and the gun! Many a charge have I put into 
the saplings’ stems, and then have looked to see the subtle birds 
'fly on uhharmed. And per contra, many a fine, fat fellow'has 
swelled my game-bag during last November and December. 

For Winter’s sport wo are organizing a grand fox hunt, with a 
full cry. The company of sportsmen will be headed by that gen¬ 
ial gentleman Don Tomas, the famed rifle shot of Mexico, and 
the great fox hunter of Mlssieslppi. When be takes the field he 
has no lack of admiring followers. 

In my last, I told you about the game chickens, and what good 
runners they were, and how I thought we could Improve their 
speed; but in this I was mistaken. We mated the hens witli the 
famous Kentucky pile that “Mohawk” sent to Fox (arm, and this 


season the chickens don’t run worth a cent. Old Kentucky was 
a grand bird, ami his offspring here are game to the last scratch 
and quick, strong bitters too, and handsome show birds as well' 
Another evidence of how‘“blood will tell.” 

Here eiidetb this ramble; and wishing you success in uphold¬ 
ing the truth, exposing fraud and defending the game laws, I am 
as ever, yours, Uolo.nel.

D. C. Sanborn, Esq.— Dear Sir. —In reply to yours of the 10th 
inst. to Mr. Turner, I must say, your propoeltlon Is Impractica¬ 
ble, and not to the point, os by the conditions you propose It Is 
entirely at your option, whether yoa run or not Of course you 
do not wish to run your dog, our do I care to run mine with her, 
while ehe Is la use; and on the other band I do not wish to pre¬ 
pare my dog for a contest that may not take place. Besides the 
expense of preparing our dogs and getting judges on the grounds, 
all hands would be placed In an awkward predicament If the 
bitch-should come In use a diy or two before the trial. This, 
according to your terms, would declare the match off for the-tlme 
being. 

As Nellie Is due to come lli use this month, and as the month 
Is nearly half gone, It Is useless to talk of runniog in January, 
for, should she show signs of comlog In at once, she would not 
be out ere the month expired; so the only prospect for a match 
Is to make It it such a time as you may reasonably expect she 
will have been In use and over It. 

While In all probability Nellie will come Id some time In 
January, It is quite possible'that she will not come In until 
February; so It would not he safe to name an earlier day than 
March. At that time we can go to Arkansas, where I will find 
comfortable quarters and plenty of birds, In fine, large, open 
weed Helds; much better grounds than what we found at Nash¬ 
ville. 

In reference to judging, I am willing to waive all rules and 
permit the judge to declare the winner upon what he considers 
actual merit, hut am opposed to the unnecessary exifense of three 
judges. In a public trial where the time each dog runs Is neces¬ 
sarily short three Judges are essential, particularly where the 
entries are large; and moreover, the public Is better satisfied 
with the result. In our case, we are to consider our Interests 
only, as we alone are the Interested parties. If we are satisfied 
one man can judge as well as three; we need only he assured of 
the gentleman’s ability and integrity to Insure a aucceasfal trial.

Our llluslvatlou this week is of William B. Hauwortli, I'rcsl- 
deiit of the Illinula State Sportsmen’s Aseoctatton, who la prob-.

Ouriug the 
latter [leriod of his rc.slilence In Wisconsin he developed and 
eultlvated tbs F.ngli.ilimaii’s natural aptitude for Hold B]iortn, 
and rapidly acqulretl a proficiency and reputation, especially ns a 
snipe shot in tbe Milwaukee, marshea, os thousands of these 
game)' little blnls, could they return to life, could attest, which 
he has sustained as second to none up to the present day. 

In 1851 Mr. Hauwortli removed to St. Louis, and from there 
Ui Quincy In 1854, all the time keeping his hand In, and inain- 
talulng superiority In his favorite pastime, holding a front rank 
among the crack sportsmen. 

His devotion to the trigger, though sedulously itidiilgol In, 
has not Interfered wltli his success as a judicious buslnc.ss man

RniTOit CuiCAOo Kiki.o;—1 have been threatening to air my¬ 
self In the columns of tmr e.stiinahle paper, tiic CiiicAOO FikLi), 
anil I have finally seated myself to carry out my former inten¬ 
tions. Sporting matters In this locality have been very dull of 
late on account of the dlsagrcealilc weather that we have been 
experiencing. It has been mud! mud!! mud!!! to such an ex¬ 
tent that It has been almost an Impo.ssibillty to “waddle” through 
the mud over the prairic.s or in the coni fields. 

Quails seem to be quite .scarce and very wild in this suction 
and very hard to find; at least tlio majority of sportsmen and 
myself have so found it. Nevertheless f.hcrc are a few liunters, 
that term themselves “s|Mirls," that hunt for the market, that 
have succeeded in making some extraonilnary large scores on 
quails, when it was a total failure on my part to even get an 
opportunity of seeing lus many birds on the same day by arduous 
hunting. 

An cveningnot long.since, Mr. -(I will not mention-any 

names at iirescnt), brought Into town sixty odd quails; they had 
all been “shot" tliatday, because I examlneil them closely, but 
strange as It may seem, botli wings on every bird that I ex¬ 
amined, were broken close iij) to llic body, and none of them 
liappened to be shot hard enough to lascc'ratc the flesh. In the 

first place It seems strange to me tliat this man .Mr.-could 

make sucli a large score in one day, and more strange than ever 
that both wings should be broken on every bird, and last but not 
least, tliat none of the birds were badly shot. It Is not posi¬ 
tively known that any individual or number of persons are act¬ 
ually engaged In netting or snaring quails, but very strong sus¬ 
picions arc 111 existence againt some three or four parties In and 
around Clinton. And If this article should chance to be read by 
any one of the transgre-ssors (which I have no doubt but that It 
wlllj let him take warning thereby, that he and his companions 
are watched and known, and that the genuine sportsmen of this 
suction, have determined like our illustrious U. 8. U., “not to let 
any guilty man escape." 

We had our usual sports on Christmas and ^ew Years day, 
such as turkey rallies, foot races, wrestling matches, shotrguo 
target-tests, etc., etc.

“The quail Iz a game bird, about one size bigger than the robin, 
and so siudden that they hum when they fly. They have no song,, 
but whistle for music; the tune Iz solitary and sad. They are 
shot on the wing, and a man may be good In arithmetic, fust-rate 
at parsing, and even be able to preach acceptably, but If he ain't 
studdled quail on the wing, he might as well shoot at a streak of 
lightning In the sky oz at a quail on the go. 

Brlled quail, .properly supported with jelleys and a Champagne 
C'harlle, Iz just the most difficult thing. In my humble opinion, 
low beat In the whole history ov vlttloa and something tow 
drink. 

I am no gourmand, for I kan oat broad and mUk five days out 


ov seven, and smak my lips after I git thru, hut If I am asked to 
oat brlled quail by a friend with judlshlous accompanymenl, I 
blush at fust, then bow my head, and then smile sweet acijules- 
ence- -In other words, I always quail before such a request.

The partridge Iz also a game bird. Their game Iz tow drum on 
a log In the Spring ov the year, and keep both eyes open, watch¬ 
ing the sportsmen. Partridges are shot on the wing, and are as 
easy tow miss az a ghost Iz. It Iz phun onuff tew ace the old 
bird hide her young brood when danger Iz near. This must bo 
soon, it cjin’t bo described, and make ennybody believe It. 

The partridge, grouse and pheasant are cousins, and cither of 
them straddle a grid-iron natural enulf tew have been born ther<'. 
Take a couple ov yung partridges and pot them down, and serve 
up wltli a right kind ov a chorus, and they beat the ham sjind- 
wlch you buy on the Camden Amboy road, 87i per cent. I 
have eat tbeze lamentable New Jersey ham sandwich, and must 
sa that I prefer a couple of bass-wood elilps, soaked In mustard 
water, and stuk together with Spaulding's glue.

The fust thing yer generally sec ov a woodkok Iz a whizz, and 
the last thing a whirr. How so many of them are killed on the 
wing is a mystery to me, for It Iz a quicker Job than snatching 
pennys oph a red-hot stove. I have shot at them often, but never 
remember of my killing one ov them ylt. 

They are one ov the game birds, and menny good judges think 
they are the moat elegant vittles that ware fethers. 

“the ooslin.” 

The goslin Iz the old goose’s yung child. They are yellcr all 
over, and az soft az a ball of worsted. Their foot Iz wove hole, 
and they kan swim as easy az a drop of kastor oil on the 
water. They are born annually about the ISthov .May, and never 
was known tew die natrally. If a man should tell me he saw a 
goose die a iiatral deth, I wouldn’t believe him under oath after 
that, not even If he swore he had lied about seeing a goose die. 

The goose arc different In one respect from the human family, 
who are sed tew grow weaker and wizer, whereas a goslin iilwus 
grows tuffer and more phoollsh. 

I have seen a goose that they sed was 93 years old last June, 
and he didn’t look an hour older than one that was only 17. 

The goslin waddles when he walks, and paddles when he swims, 
but never dives like a duck out of sight In the water, but only 
changes ends. 

The food ov the goslin Iz rye, corn, oats and barley, sweet ap¬ 
ples, hasty pudding, succotash and blled cabbage, cooked pota- 
toze, raw meat, wine jelly and turnips, stale bred kold hash and 
the buckwheat cakes that are left over. 

They ain’t so particular oz sum phulks what they eat, and won't 
get mad and quit If they kant have wet toast and lam chops 
every morning for breakfast.”

Schneider Calls on the Iowa Siwrtsmeii to Wake Up. 

Des Moixbs, Iowa, Jan. 5, 187,8. 

Eoitob Ciltc'Aoo Fiblo:— The shooting season In this State is 
now over, and the sportsmen will for a while have leisure to 
think of something else than bis preparations for the next hunt; 
and In order that his next hunt and those following it may be as 
successful as those of the past, it becomes his imperative duty to 
use his Individual Influence to secure the enactment of such laws 
for the protection of game as will he both Impartial and practi¬ 
cable. 

It is well known by every one that has studied them that the 
game laws of Iowa are a mass of contradictions and absurdities, 
which cannot be enforced, excepting those sections, the enforce¬ 
ment of which would work Injury to the sportsman; while the 
fortunate tiller of the soli Is permitted to take game at any sea¬ 
son of the year. In any manner, and for any purpose. Out upon 
such a law In a country where one man is supposed to have equal 
rights with another. But the blame rests with the siiortsmen 
themselves. If they will not take hold and endeavor to forward 
their own Interests It is hardly probable that aiiyone else will do 
It for them. “But,” says one, “what can I do? I have no in¬ 
fluence with our law makers.” Probably not; but If you will use 
your influence among the sportsmen In your Immediate locality, 
to the end of forming a club, having for Its object the protection 
of game; and If clubs thus furmerl will all become members of 
the State association, that body, thus representing a large class 
of citizens from every part of the Stotc, can exert a [lowcrful in¬ 
fluence on the legislature, ami thus perhaps secure a law framed 
by sportsmen, who alone understand what protection to game 
really Is. 

It Is proposed to call a special meeting of the State Sports¬ 
men's Association some time during the present month for the 
purpose of agreeing upon a bill to be presented to the legislature 
at Its coming session. Wake up, brother sportsmen, put your 
shoulders to the wheel, and help the good cause along. “Elcho,” 
can you not see to It that the Hawkeye Gun Club, of Clinton, Is 
represented at that meeting! Will not the clubs of the other 
river cities move In this work! Will the Missouri Valley and 
Council Bluffs sportsmen refuse to assist In this matter, which Is 
of so much interest to them! Cannot West Liberty, Cedar Rap¬ 
ids, Marshalltown, Creston and all other points where there are 
clubs formed, perceive that by lending their aid now they will be 
more than recompensed by benefits In the future! 

All clubs desiring to join Ihe State association will find lU 
constitution In the Chicago Field In the Issue of Oct. 30, 1877. 
Although the organization ha.s suffered a severe loss In the resig¬ 
nation of Dr. Leas, yet tliere is no doubt that the position will be 
ably filled by Mr. Delano, of Atlantic, the former Vice-President, 
who Is an able lawyer, an enthusiastic sportsman, ami a thorough 
gentleman. Mr. Ingersoll, of this city, who is on the law com¬ 
mittee, will give his services and Influence In putting In shape 
and getting before the House any bill the meeting may adopt. It 
remains with the sportsmen themselves to say what that shall be. 

Mr. B. F. Shaw, the State Fish Commissioner, la expected to be 
present, that those Interested In fish protection may have the ben¬ 
efit of his experience and advise; and It should he understood 
that the association pledges Itself In Its constitution to the pro¬ 
tection of fish as well as game. Clubs wishing to Join should ad¬ 
dress Henry Miller, Sec, Corning, Iowa, or L. L. Delano, Pres., 
Atlantic, SCHNEIDEK. 

Dr. Nicholson Urges Action for n New Ua'me Law 
In lown. 

Fort Dodge, Iowa, Jan. 8, 1878. 

Editor Chicago • FtELD;—The approaching meeting of-the 
Iowa legislature suggests making a last struggle for a now game 
law. 

I Bay last, because If neglected the succeeding session will wit¬ 
ness no game remaining to bo concerned over. We don't even 
require a new law. All that Is necessary la to transpose the Hist 
two sentences, which relieves the present law from amhiguity, 
and to Insert a clause coucemliig ducks, highly Important, since 
pot-hunters have a pretense to sally out In the close season and 
murder the hatcliingducks, hitherto unprotected, and return with 
chickens In the bottom of the bag. 


I have just had a bill of this kind prlutod at my own expense, 
and will gladly send copies to anyone Interested, hoping only to 
elicit whatever Is best for the common good. It Is well to re¬ 
member that an aihendment Is easier carried than a new act, anil 
diversity of opinion produces some wild specimens of legislation. 
Many dqslgii to prohibit all shooting. This would mean total 
extinction, since hunters as a body can’t be expected to have a 
deep Interest In the barely possible future, with every unoccupied 
gun through the country reaping the harvest of tbclr forbeuriiiice, 
and who would bother about such a sweeping measure that sporis- 
men themselves would take little pains to enforce. 

August 15 is too early tu begin, but September 1 is a long time 
to wait, and wbat Is harder, compel others to wait. You must 
nut forget that we up North have no quails or woislcocks woi th 
speaking of. The chicken is our only show for ciliiinc accom. 
pllsliinents, and by September 30 be is too wild tu lie well with¬ 
out favorable accompaniments of wind and weather, leaving but 
a very short sesaoii Indeed to recompense the care and co.sl of 
keeping dogs for an entire year. I would then suggest a inidcllu 
course. In the revised code of our State, the best body of l.iws 
yet presented, August 33 was designated after patient Invcsligu- 
tloii, and for this I plead as giving must general sHlisractloii with 
least hostility. 

It Is urged that lllinoisaus will come over and put in the time 
till tbclr own season opens. Wlint if some do! If our law iIoch 
nothing else It certainly prohibits shipping, so we need not gruilgc 
hospitality for a few days to a few gunners, who wnuhl have no 
Incentive to coiiiinit havoc. 

We will endeavor to have all the prairies burned In thi.s vlcjiiity 
before nesting time, and hope to have the eo-operation of clubs 
throughout the State in this, as well as the subjects ilisi-nsscil 
above. 

I should like to accept Mr. Sanborn’s clialleiigi', but Dash has 
had no practice on quails. If we could compromise on snipe I 
will refer to my own request, twice published In the Chii aoo 
Field, and will make any reasonable conccs.siona D) secure a 
trial.

Wild Rice and it.s Cultuke. —Braiiicnl, Minn., Jan. 1 1 , 1878. 
—Kditur Chinigu FifM: —In answer to numerous Inquiries almut 
wild rice, allow me to state that the crop last Fall was almost a 
total failure, the Indians only gathering enough for their own 
use, and the traders could not buy any from them. Tlic chances 
arc, there will be a good crop of It this coming Fall, and I shall 
endeavor to procure a supply large enough to fill all orders. 

Wild rice, so called, Is In the opinion of several observing 
friends, a member of the oat fandly, and grows In vast quanti¬ 
ties lu nearly all the lakes and ponds in the northwestern [lart of 
this State. It ripens generally about the first of September, and 
the annual rice harvest Is a sort of jubilee time with the Indians. 
They make arrangements some time ahead, get their outfit, ket¬ 
tles, pots, pans, sqqaws, pappooses, guns, dogs, etc., and start in 
their canoes for some rice lake—the nearer the better, for the 
“noble red” abhors work. On arrival at the lake, the squiiws 
and youngsters put up the “tepees,” or conical shaped |K>le 
shelters, covered with anything that is handy or that they may 
have with them, while the lordly bucks bask in the sun, ami find 
fault with everything in general. 

Ducks arc always plenty about u rli e lake, and the heatl of the 
family when he gets hungry, put-hunts mud-hens slung shore. 

When the “tepees” are finished, the squaws, generally two in 
each canoe, start out into the l ice, and as they move along they 
grasp handfulls of stalks, which grow high above the water, and 
deftly bind them together with strips of bass wood bark. This 
causes the grain to ripen quicker; and every hunch tied up be¬ 
longs to the squaw who tied It up. In a few days when fully 
ripe, and dry enough to shell out, they move out among the 
hunches, with a blanket stretched along the bottom of the 
canoe, bend the Imnchcs over the side of the boat and lamnd 
the rice out with a stout club. When sufficient for the day is 
gathered, they go ashore, and partially roast the rice, which 
causes the husk to ojicn, so the rice will drop out. They then 
winnow it, and the rice Is ready to cat. 

Parched rlcc la for sale at most of the frontier stores; is said 
to be wholesome for dys(K'ptlcs, and not unpalaUlile when | rop- 
erly cooked, although It Inoks like a Piute Indian's disli of giass- 
Iiyppcrs and pine nuts. 

For planting, rice should he gatlicred when “in the milk." or 
more properly speaking, ia-forc it gets too ripe to shell. It 
should lie strlpjaid oil the stalk and not |H>umlud oil; ami plaolisl 
anywhere where there is mud and water. .As soon .after it is 
picked us [lossihic. If dry enough to sink, It will lake iiiol. In¬ 
crease and multiply like Ganada thistles. Inoo.maii. 


Hiawatha Notes. —Hiawatha, Kan., Jan. 8 , 1878.— 

Vhienyo Field :—As the quail season closed on Jan. I, I feel It 
iny duty to give some account of our shooting. For three weeks 
It rained continually, and what slKoitlng was done was In mud 
up to the waist. The best bag made this season was 27 binls to 
one gun In an aftenioon's work, and a great many bags ranging 
from 10 to 25 birds have been made tnlwoguns In same time. My 
prayer In future will be; “From Kentuckians who can’t shoot, 
good Lord deliver us.” The reason why Is, Dr. Bohon, a gentle¬ 
man and thorough sjiortsman, from Stanford, Kentucky, pifld us 
a visit some two weeks since. After my Introduction and a short 
talk with the Doctor, I found he was a sportsman, and Invited 
him to go out next day and give the quails a turn. He said he 
would be delighted, hut he was not much of a shot, although he 
liked the fun. After visions of showing him what quail sbcHiting 
was. Imagine my disgust when, after the old reprobate had 
killed ten straight birds, and that In thick cover, be said (after 
missing tlic eleventh bird and looking at the gun I had lent him), 
“Well, this gun Is a little too straight In the stock for me, and 
doesn’t come up quite right, or I’d have stop|icd that follow.” 
He then smiled cblldlikc and blandly, and handed me the “pocket 
pistol.” I took It, and drowned my sorrow therein. 

After a consultation with the members of the club^c decided 
not to bunt jack-rabbits this year, hut give them a^hance pf 
breeding again next year, when we hope to have some grand 
coursing. 

I suppose you have seen that the Supreme Court has decided 
that the clause In our game laws forbidding the shipping of game 
from this State Is unconstitutional. 

In consequence of the reading of the Ciiicaou Field there is a 
decided Improvement to be noticed in the sportsmen’s Ideas of 
dogs, and I hope to sec some good stock here shortly.

B. Raymond 89, same period; F. W. Peck 85 In 
one and a half days; Abner Prlc(i87 same time; C. E. Felton 58, 
same; li. L. Palmer 44, same; Dr. Haven 51, in two days, etc. 
F. W. Peck killed the most during the Spring, viz.: 135 In four 
days. Sept. 1 tbe game law expired In Indiana, but game was 
scarce up to the 18th. G. M. Ayer, during tbe Fall, killed 227 
ducks and one Canada goose. Lyman Blair takes the lead In 
mud hens, killing In one day. Get. 12, 72. Dr. S. R. Haven 
closed the season, Dec. 81, bagging four mallards and two golden 


eyes. Considering how light both the Spring aud Fall flights 
were In Indiana, Illinois aud Wisconsin, the members of the Tol- 
leston club got their share, killing 768 large and '2,477 mixed 
ducks, or 3,240 In all.
